But Is First Step: 


Rationing Possible 


WASHINGTON, June 20- 
The 
House Friday voted to end price 
controls on virtually all consumer 
goods The vote was subject to re­ 
consideration. 


Ry a vote of 118 to xx, the 
House decided there should be no 
price controls on items which are 
not rationed or allocated. Con­ 
trols also would be lifted on it­ 
ems which have been selling at 
below ceiling prices for at least 
three months. 


At present no goods are ration­ 
ed. and only a few metals are be­ 
ing allocated. 
The effect of the amendment, if 
it remains in the bill, would be to 
remove just about all price con­ 
trols or force the Office of Price 
Stabilization to order rationing of 
things it wants kept under price 
ceilings. 
The amendment was offered by 
Rep. Talie IR Iowa) and supported 
heavily by Republicans. Democrat! 
almost solidly opposed it, but many 
were absent.

whenever materials are allocated 
or rationed. 
"In essence, this is saying there 
will be no price control law,” de­ 
clared Hop Hays (D-Ohio), who 
opposed the amendment.

A l­ 
most everyone is occasionally a s­ 
sailed by this feeling of envy of 
another The man or woman who 
has an old automobile and cannot 
afford a bright, new one, feels a 
spasm of jealousy when he sees 
his neighbor driving his brand 
new car. 
The woman who cannot buy a 
new dress feels a twinge of envy 
W'hen she sees her well-dressed 
neighbor, or she m ay have that 
covetous feeling when she is in­ 
vited to go through a friend’s 
new and up-to-date house when 


and build great new ones 
Then, 
said he to h.mself, “ I will say to 
my soul, Soul, thou hast much 
goods laid up for many years; 
take thine ease, eat, drink, and 
be merry.” 
Now there was nothing wrong 
about this man s decision to build 
new and larger barns to house 
his wealth.

As long as G eneral Eisenhower was safe- 
guarded by an exalted position, the discus­ 
sion of the Berlin question w as academ ic. 
Today, since he is a candidate, this ques­ 
tion looms large. It is increasingly m ore 
difficult to explain why we are now involv­ 
ed in all the complications concerning G e r­ 
m any, including the need for the 
costly 
Berlin airlift, the division of G erm a n y into 
E ast and West, the division of Berlin into 
zones without an adequate entrance and 
exit. Some students attribute our troubles 
in K orea to the strengthening of the R us­ 
sian position at the Elbe River. Korea has 
cost us about 120,000 casualties includong 
20,000 dead. 


E rro rs of judgm ent can be m a d e with 
the best of intentions and m ay even have 
some justification. Thus far, these a re G en­ 
eral E isenhow er’s explanations; 


I. At a meeting of the Association of the 
B a r of the City of New York, on M arch 3, 
1949, he said: 


. .Your question seem s to imply that 
the decision not to m a rc h into Berlin was 
a political decision. On the contrary, there 
was only one person in the world respon­ 
sible for that decision. That was I. T here 
was no one who interfered with me in the 
slightest way. 


“ Until the day I die, there is one thing 
that I will testify to in favor of or on the 
side of Mr. Roosevelt s skill in handling a 
country at war. When he put his m en into 
the field, he did not interfere with them as 
long as he left them there." 
Then Eisenhower described the situation 
at that m om ent; 
“ The Russians had attacked on J a n u a r y 
12th, and that attack, you will recall, had 
carried them clear across the Oder. They 
had a bridgehead west of tile Oder, and 
strong forces within thirty miles on Berlin. 
They told us that coincident with our leap­ 
ing forw ard from the Rhine they were 
ready to attack again. So I sent around to 
Moscow the details of my plan. I saw' no 
possible chance of going 300 miles, cross­ 
ing the Elbe at the end of 250 miles, a big 
river, getting in and surrounding Berlin, 
with the Russians having to attack from 
thirty miles off. 
“ Now, another great problem a r o s e : 
when two friendly forces are moving to­ 
ward eac h other directly to crush like a 
nu tc ra ck er an enem y in between, you get 
a very serious problem. . .T o d a y your 
fighters bom bers range out 200 miles a h ea d 
of you. They are whipping and knocking 
down everything they see in your path. 
“ As those two friendly forces com e to­ 
gether. , .the danger of lunging into a b a t­ 
tle between friends is very, very great, and 
that is multiplied when you realize 
that 
you cannot speak the o th e r’s language at 
all. All you can do is switch your radio on 
to talk to each other and tell them where 
to stop and what to do, ‘and, for goodness’ 
sake. Joe, stop shooting. 
This

Ike.* 
(L a u g h te r)’* 
There is more of the s a m e which I omit 
without distortion. 
At Detroit, on June 14, 1952, G eneral Eis­ 
enhower returned to the subject. He first 
repeated m uch of the above. He added:

Cost Of Living 
Barometer Rises 
WASHINGTON, June 20- JP—The 
government's 
latest 
cost-of-living 
barometer has 
moved 
up under 
pressure of rising food 
and 
rent 
costs to within a tiny fraction of the 
record high reached last January 
The living-cost index, measuring 
prices of food, clothing, shelter and 
a host of other things climbed dur­ 
ing the month ending May 15 two- 
tenths of one per cent to 189 per 
cent of the 1935-39 average. That 
is 4 1 per cent over the mark of 
18 months ago when price and 
wage controls took effect. The peak 
figure last January was 189 I.
